It is now ready

The measure la considered one of 
the nmst im portant of those passed at 
this session. 
As finally passed it 
provides: 
Recognition 
of 
the 
Progressive 
party. 
Nonpartisan nomination of legisla­ 
tive ami county candidates. 
Primary election third Tuesday in 
June. 
Prohibits tiling by petition for non­ 
partisan offices 
Eliminates classification feature for 
nonpartisan offices. 
Election of county surveyor without 
primary nominations. 
Provide* that in all cases where 
there is no contest at primary uames 
go on general election ballot without 
being voted on ut primary. 
Tho house passed the T. J. Johnson 
bill proposing a constitutional amend­ 
ment making the terms of house mem­ 
bers four instead of two years. 
The 
proposed amendment would call for 
the election of half the senate and 
half the house every two years. 
The house bill classifying property 
for taxation and readjusting the taxa­ 
tion system of the state was passed 
by the senate by a voto of SS to IO. 
Under term s of the measure property 
is placed into four classes and assess­ 
ment is made at from 2ft to RO per 
cent of the true value.

W ashington, 
April 
17.—President 
Wilson was accused in the Democratic 
caucus of resorting to coercion to 
force his legislative colleagues to sup 
port the Underwood tariff bill. 
In 
an Indirect way the charge was made 
that the president had threatened to 
withhold 
patronage 
from 
members 
who failed to support the adm inistra­ 
tion tariff program and to go into the 
districts of such members as had the 
tem erity actively to oppose the Under­ 
wood bill. 
Those who make the charges em­ 
ployed polite 
term s and 
addressed 
their rem arks to Chairman Underwood 
and the other Democratic members of 
the ways and means committee. Every­ 
body understood, however, that the 
attack was made on President Wilson. 
The 
trouble 
was over 
the 
wool 
schedule. 
The debate disclosed that 
many Democrats are exceedingly bit­ 
ter over President Wilson’s participa­ 
tion In the framing of the tariff bill 
and his insistence that the measure 
should admit both raw wool and sugar 
without the payment of duty. 
When all was said the caucus voted 
on the free raw wool provision advo­ 
cated by President Wilson and adopt­ 
ed it, 190 to 42. 
The vote was taken 
on an amendment offered by Repre­ 
sentative Dies of Texas proposing a 
rate of 16 per cent ad valorem on raw 
wool. 


Force of Opposition Broken. 
It was as much a victory for the 
Underwood leadership ag it was for 
the administration and from now on 
there will be only perfunctory opposi­ 
tion to the tariff bill prepared by 
Chairman Underwood and amended in 
some particulars at the instance of the 
president. 
The force of the opposi­ 
tion to the bill among the Democrats 
has been broken and the measure wild 
have the support in the house of prac­ 
tically all tho members of the domi­ 
nant party. 
The fight on the free wool provision 
was started by Representative Dies, 
who had the support of some of his 
colleagues from Texas, members from 
Ohio and other wool producing states. 
Having in mind President Wilson’s 
conferences 
with 
Chairman 
Under­ 
wood on the tariff Mr. Dies reminded 
the caucus that there were three co­ 
ordinate branches of the government, 
each supposedly independent and ©act 
entrusted with certain duties to per 
form. 
The house, he said, was authorized 
to originate tariff bills 
He strongly 
intimated that in this instance the 
house leaders had shared their con­ 
stitutional 
resjionslblllty 
with 
the 
executive and that as a result a preee- 
dent had been established that might 
prove dangerous in the future.

Dies did not mention the president by 
nam© or title, but the import of his 
rem arks was not lost on the caucus

His love for music seems to hat* 
been accentuated by his illness, til* 
pontiff often asking for favorite selec­ 
tions and chants, which seem to sooth 
his restlessness and pain.

Roosevelt was very successful 
in cajoling and finally browbeating 
recalcitrant members into line. 
During T offs adm inistration there 
were frequent visits of the legislative 
"whip” to the White House with lists 
of members who would not “come 
across” for the administration pro­ 
gram, and the White House scouts 
would then try to round them up, and 
as a final punishment they were de­ 
prived of patronage for their coustitu 
eats. 
W ilson Is Persuasive. 
President Wilson is persuasive. 
In 
the early stage* of his capitol visits he 
did not display any feeling because 
Democrats did not see things his way. 
Like Mr. Taft, he thought those who 
did not see things his way were ull 
wrong. 
Tnft told the Gloucester fishermen 
and the northern farmers that they 
were "seeing ghosts" in the Canadian 
reciprocity. 
Wilson thinks the sugar 
men and the woo! growers are entirely 
mistaken when they think free sugar 
and free wool will ruin their indus­ 
tries. 
And what is rather interesting in 
past performances is that the people 
of a congressional district generally 
side with a president against a mem 
ber of congress. They did with Cleve­ 
land and Roosevelt, but not with Taft.

W ashington, 
April 
17.—Professor 
(Willis L. Moore, chief of the weather 
bureau since 1895 and an appointee 
jof the Cleveland administration, was 
jsummarily removed from 
office by 
President Wilson. 
His resignation re­ 
cently had been accepted to take ef­ 
fect next July, but after an Investiga­ 
tion of his alleged efforts to become 
secretary of agriculture In the pres­ 
ent cabinet grave charges of irregu­ 
larity were preferred and the presi­ 
dent withdrew his acceptance of the 
resignation, 
dismissing 
Professor 
Moore. 
Later he referred the sub­ 
ject to the departm ent of justice for 
inquiry. 
Secretary Houston of the agricul­ 
tural departm ent conferred with the 
president before the removal of Mr. 
Moore was announced. The secretary 
then Issued the following statem ent: 
"Immediately after the resignation 
of Professor Moore of the weather 
bureau was submitted to the presi­ 
dent and accepted by him charges 
were filed with the secretary of agri­ 
culture by responsible men within the 
service. 
Theee charges were of such 
a grave nature that the secretary of 
agriculture called upon the departm ent 
of Justice for an Investigation. 
"The Investigation 
is still under 
way, but the facts so far secured and 
ink! before the president were suffi­ 
cient to warrant him in deciding to 
withdraw his acceptance of Professor 
Moore’* resignation and remove him 
summarily, which has been done. 


Another Em ploye Suspended. 
"The president also has directed the 
secretary of agriculture to suspend 
Charlies T. Burns, an employe of the 
weather bureau, {lending a further in­ 
vestigation of his case, and take such 
disciplinary measures as he may deem 
necessary with such other employes 
of the weather bureau as may have 
been unduly active in using the pub­ 
lic service for private ends.” 
The U tter to Secretary Houston dl- 
recti** Mr. Moore’s removal was not 
made public, blit it was stated at the 
White House that it charged such ir­ 
regularity and misuse of powers as to 
require the immediate dismissal of 
the weather bureau chief in the inter­ 
est of the public service. 
Unofficially it was said at the White 
Houae that the campaign to make Mr. 
Moore secretary of agriculture had 
been extensive; that members of con­ 
gress in various parts of the country 
had been canvassed and that a letter 
writing campaign had been conduct­ 
ed among weather bureau employes. 
Professor Moore has been a target 
for attack in congress. 
A few days 
ago Representative Fowler of Illinois 
Introduced a resolution calling on the 
secretary of agriculture 
to advise 
congress regarding the appropriations 
for official traveling expenses for tho 
weather bureau; what amount of the 
lump of salaries in the weather bu­ 
reau was expended for promotions of 
weather bureau employes during last 
January and February and the com­ 
parative figures for the preceding four 
years. 
Professor Moore issued a statem ent 
declaring that the 
same influences 
that attem pted to "disgrace and re- 
aiove Dr. Harvey W. Wiley” were re 
sponsible for his removal and brand­ 
ling as “infamously false” any intlma- 
' lion that he had coerced employes of 
the weather bureau in supporting him 
for the secretaryship or that public 
money had been expended in his can­ 
didacy.

Snow’ was elected as a Repub­ 
lican, but afterwards Joined the Pro­ 
gressives and during the last few' 
weeks had voted with the Democrats.

Chihuahua City and Torreon, was tak­ 
en by Constitutionalist* after a brief 
battle with a small federal garrison. 
By success in the attack the insur­ 
gents have isolate! from either wire 
or-rail communication the Parral min­ 
ing district, where there are 1,500 fed­ 
eral soldiers. 
Jlminex is the Parral 
branch junction point on the main 
line of the Mexican Central. 
After taking Jlminez the Constitu­ 
tionalist* hurried north and drove the 
federals out of Santa Rosalia, locat­ 
ed about midway between Jlminez and 
the Btate capital. 
Holding Jlminez and Santa Rosalia 
the Constitutionalists control all traf­ 
fic to the Interior of Mexico. 
There 
are many American, English and Ger­ 
man residents marooned at Parral. 


Brussels. April 17.—“At a time when 
350,000 men are out on strike,” wa* 
a phrase which occurred in tho pre­ 
mier’s speech before the chamber of 
deputies. 
He was replying to an at­ 
tack on the government by Herr Van* 
dervolde, the Socialist leader, who de­ 
clared that 370,000 men w’ere now In­ 
volved in the general strike in Bel­ 
gium for manhood suffrage. 
There is no doubt that the govern­ 
ment is beginning to realize that it 
underestimated the ;>ossihi!ltieg of the 
movement, which steadily grew 
The Central Industrial commission 
of Brussels, a noni>olitical organiza­ 
tion, estim ates that 217,600 workmen 
engaged in five industries, coal min­ 
ing, metal, structural iron work, glass 
and textile*—have laid down their 
tools. 
Impartial authorities place the 
total number of men on strike as 310,- 
OOO and the newspaper, Vingtieme 
Siecle, the organ of the Young Cler­ 
icals, gives an estimate of 291,406. 
The premier, in answer to the So­ 
cialist and Liberal attacks, reiterated 
that the government would not yield 
to threats 


Sacramento, Cal., April 17.—Not the 
exclusion of the Japanese farmer, but 
the probable effect of the proposed 
alien land law on European capital in­ 
vested in the state, is now the prin­ 
cipal issue involved in discussion of 
the bills proposing 
to restrict 
the 
rights of foreigners in California, one 
of which was passed by the assembly. 
Protest has arisen from representa­ 
tives of English and continental syn­ 
dicates and a stronger influence than 
that represented by the formal com­ 
plaints of the Japanese government is 
being brought to bear in an effort, to 
kill tho measures altogether, or to 
amend them In such a way as to af­ 
fect only the Japanese. 
The assembly bill permits corpora­ 
tions controlled by persons eligible to 
citizenship to own property, but the 
senate 
bill 
makes 
no 
distinction, 
which Is In line with the sentiment 
heretofore existing against giving of­ 
fense to Japan by discriminating in 
favor of the subjects of any other 
nation. 
The senate bill classes all 
foreign syndicates and corporations 
as aliens and it is admitted that if 
the w’ording of the act is retained it 
will be impossible to exempt Euro­ 
peans.

“ Im mediately after the resignation 
of Professor Moore of the weather 
bureau was submitted to the presi­ 
dent and accepted by him charges 
were flied with the secretary of agri­ 
culture by responsible men within the 
service. 
These charges were of such 
a grave nature that the secretary of 
agriculture called upon the department 
of justice for an investigation. 
“ The investigation 
is still under 
way, but the facts so far secured and 
laid before the president were suffi­ 
cient to warrant him in deciding to 
withdraw his acceptance of Professor 
Moore’s resignation and remove him 
summarily, which has been done. 


Another Employe Suspended. 


"The president also has directed the 
secretary of agriculture to suspend 
Charlies T. Burns, an employe of the 
weather bureau, landing a further in­ 
vestigation of his case, and take such 
disciplinary measures as he may deem 
necessary with such other employes 
of the weather bureau as may have 
been unduly active in using the pub­ 
lic service for private ends.”
